OU HAVE known people who seemed to 

have a talent for bringing out the best in 
others. You have also known those who 
seemed to have a talent for bringing out the worst. 
It is of course infinitely more pleasant to have peo- 
ple show us their best side, and there is much we 
can do to insure this kind of response on their part. 
Emerson said, ‘“We must be as courtcous to a man 
as we are to a picture, which we are willing to give 
the advantage of a good light.” The light in which 
we see others does seem to be the decisive thing. 
If our feeling for them is kindly and generous and 
if our attitude and our words convey this feeling, 
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there is no doubt that the response we get from 
them will be good. 

It seems imperative to the highest development 
of human beings that they have the warm light of 
love and praise and approval turned upon them. 
Characters have been transformed, talents have 
been nurtured, and careers have been promoted 
because someone recognized and praised some 
early sign of good. 

Daily we influence someone—in fact every per- 
son we come in contact with—toward happier or 
unhappier living. No one is happy unless he feels 
sure that he appears in a good light to his fellow 
beings, and there is no surer way of letting him 
know that he does than to tell him so. 

Visiting an art gallery once, the students of an 
art class were told to take note of the things they 
liked about the pictures they saw, such things as 
light, color, line, perspective, motive. They were 
looking for the things that were “right,” and they 
found them. If we have ‘‘a heart to know, and eyes 
to see, and ears to hear” we see evidences of that 
which is right and good everywhere we look. The 
evidences are not all sturdy, to be sure, but sturdy 
enough to warrant our praise and approval. 
Thoughtful deeds are much more likely to be re- 
peated if there is evidence that they are valued. 
Dependable conduct will become stronger and 
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more habitual if there are signs that such conduct 
is welcomed. Gracious acts become a pleasure to 
‘perform if their performers are given to know that 
their graciousness is appreciated. 

Some of us have kept our feelings in check so 
well that we find it difficult to say the things we 
feel. Just recently a mother told me in regretful 
tones that her daughter wanted and greatly needed 
some assurance of her motherly approval and ap- 
preciation, yet she felt powerless to express her- 
self. With this mother, as with so many other per- 
sons, it is only a matter of overcoming shyness and 
inarticulateness. Such people feel, they love, they 
appreciate things, but they have told themselves 
too often that what they think and feel does not 
count. Only by small beginnings and frequent 
practice can they overcome their inadequacy. 

Years ago I started to save poems that I liked. 
When I copied them I did not always copy the 
author’s name, much less did I ever think of writ- 
ing him a line of praise for his work. It never oc- 
curred to me that he needed the reward and stimu- 
lus of my appreciation. I believed that if he could 
write poetry he had already gone beyond the need 
of anything I could give him. I reasoned in the 
same way about the ministers whose sermons I 
liked and the teachers who helped me most. 
Though I know that people give because they 
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must when they have a gift to share, I also know 
now that a cycle of good has been completed when 
those who receive express their pleasure. 


If all the people who bemoan the fact that they 
have passed the age of their greatest physical use- 
fulness could realize the service they could 
render through praise they would know that they 
have much to live for. I shall always remember an 
elderly woman who went to the hospital, a plain 
little person whose hands were not able to serve 
her own smallest needs. Could such a one do any- 
thing but receive? She could and she did. She 
praised the nurses for the gentleness of their hands 
when they cared for her. She told them how good 
and clean they looked to her in their white uni- 
forms. She praised them for their thoughtfulness 
of her wants and needs. Nor was any of this false 
praise, for the nurses were truly angels so far as 
she was concerned, and the internes who had to 
lift her and minister to her were little less than 
gods. I am positive that every one of those who 
served her became better in his profession be- 
cause of the value she placed upon his merciful 
activities. 

There is so much for the age-wise to see of po- 
tential good in little boys and girls that busy par- 
ents overlook. There is so much promise of beauty 
for them to note and comment upon in the too- 
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long, too-lanky, or too-fat little girls who stand on 
the threshold of maturity with wistfulness in their 
eyes and hope in their heart. There is so much that 
is prophetic of reliability and a well-rounded char- 
acter in the awkward and work-evading adolescent 
boy that needs the stimulation of recognition and 
praise. No one is useless in this world if he is lib- 
eral with praise, for everyone stands so much in 
need of it. The following poem, which is one of 
those which I saved without noting the author's 
name, is representative of the thankfulness that 
all people feel toward those who have been gen- 
erous with the words that made them know they 
stand high in somebody's estimation: 
“Each time we meet, you always say 

Some word of praise that makes me gay; 

You see some hidden, struggling trait, 

Encourage it and make it great. 

Tight-fisted little buds of good 

Bloom large because you said they would. 

A glad, mad music in me sings, 

My soul sprouts tiny, flaming wings; 

My day takes on a brand-new zest. 

Your gift of praising brings my best, 

Revives my spirit, flings it high; 

For God loves praise, and so do I.”
